The ridge breaks off in- 
to escarpments of jron sandstone 
which enhance the picturesque 
quality of the scene, 

Most of the upland is covered 
with young Long-leaf Pine, and 
the lowlands are well stocked with 
young Slash Pine. Springs are in 
evidence contiguous to well drain- 
ed and shaded camp sites. Engin- 
eering and landscape plans are now 
being prepared by the Commission 
of Forestry for the development of 
Little River State Park,

is the best time of the year to 
make plans and necessary prepa- 
rations for saving top soil, Every 
field should be carefully terraced 
and every terrace carefully and ac- 
curately built. Now is the time to 
fill your washes and gullies with 
brush. Every wash on your farm 
should be filled with brush during 
the next 
washes are properly filled with 
brush, they wil] fill up in a short 
space of time, I cannot conceive 
of any kind of work which would 
be more profitable to a farmer at 
the present time than of seeing to 
it that every wash and gull) has 
a sufficient supply of brush and 
litter to catch the drifting sand. 
Some of us have washes or gullies 
in our fields which cannot be stop- 
ped by putting in brush one time, 
but if you will continue to put in 
the brush as they are needed, the 


time will come when the water 
will not continue to run in that 
}same place. If we farmers had 
}used the precaution. and _ fore- 
thought that we should have used 
all the fertile farm lands in this 
country could have been saved. 
very piece of farm land could 


have been protected from washes 
und gullies if the owners had start- 
ed in time, After the washes get 
so large that they are gullies then, 
of course, it is mighty hard toe stop 
them. It is foolish for farmers to 
buy commercial fertilizer and then 
permit it to be washed away into 
the creeks and branches. Most of 
the farmers in this country are 
idle today, and we would have very 
little trouble in finding time to 
fill every wash with brush if we 
really wished to do so, God gave 
us the fertile soil, but most of us 
either do not have the knowledge 
or the care to preserve it. This 
ereat country has been neglected 
to such an extent that it is hardly 
possible for us to produce crops 
without buying commercial fertil- 
izer. If our soils had been prop- 
erly protected and preserved and 
if we had been careful and 
thoughtful enough in keeping our 
lands fresh and fertile, most of us 
could be producing crops today 
without any commercial fertilizer 
at all, We farmers have made a 
serious mistake, and not only this 
generation but the next one is go- 
ing to suffer on account of it, If 
you are one of those who have been 
ineglecting your lands, then let me 
urge you to start today in protect- 
ing and caring for same, 
* * 


I regret to notice that many far- 
mers dig their peanuts too early. 
This is especially true with the 
Spanish peanut crop. If your 
Spanish peanuts are permitted to 
thoroughly mature in the ground 
the hull will be so full that it will 
he difficult to shell them, but if 
they are dug too early the nuts 
do not more than half fill the hull 
and the farmer loses something 
like half the weight of his pea- 
nuts. The same thing is true with 
running peanuts and, in my opin- 
ion, it is better to permit your pea- 
nuts to stand a little too long rath- 
er than dig them too early.

Through an invention recently 
exhibited by Dr. Frederick Bedell, | ~ 
professor of physics at Cornell 
University, a great many persons 
Who are supposed to be deaf can 
hear music satisfactorily through 
their teeth. 

Briefly described, the apparatus 
used is a special phonograph re- 
ceiver, terminating in a metal dise, 
against which one end of a stick 
of wood is placed, the other end 
being held lightly between the 
listener’s teeth, 

The sound vibrations pass direct-

Cramp Causes Drowning 


Of Abbeville Mail Carrier 


DOTHAN, Sept, 16. — Seized 
with cramp after stepping off into 
deep water, William A, Norton, 32, 
of Abbeville, was drowned yester- 
day afternoon about 5 o'clock 
while fishing at Indigo pond, lo- 
cated between Grangerburg, Ala.,

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Selection Of Seed Corn 
Should Be Made In Oct. 


AUBURN, Ala.—Selection of 
seed corn on the farm gives plant- 
ing seed superior to that which 
might be secured from other sec- 
tions where different soil and cli- 
matie conditions prevail, said J. C. 
Lowery, extension agronomist of 
the Alabama Polytechnie Institute, 
in emphasizing the importance of 
this October job, 

“Selection should be made both} 
before and after harvest,” he said. | 
“Before harvest go through the 
field and select seed ears, keeping 
in mind the following points: 

“Select for vigorous stalks as 
shown by superiority over sur- 
rounding stalks. Do not select ears 
that are good because of space or 
favorable conditions. Select from 
stalks of medium height that do 
not break. 

“Select for two or more ears 
per stalk and preferably with ears 
turning down. Use both ears from 
a stalk. 

“Select ears with 
tending well over tips. 

“Select ears from stalks which 
are free from disease, It is nec- 
essary to select many more ears 
than will be needed for planting, 
for a re-selection should be made 
after harvesting.” : 

In the re-selection after har- 
vest, Mr, Lowery said that the fol- 
lowing points should be kept in 
mind: 

“Select ears having smooth, 
hard, dense, heavy, and relatively 
large grains. Select long heavy 
ears which do not have too many 
kernels, The shuck and cob should 
be clean and show no discolora- 
tion, Preferably, the ears should 
be well filled out. This character, 
however, is of minor importance.”

Dearest Mama and All: 

1 am just wondering what you 
all are doing tonight, and I'll bet 
you can't guess where we are, We| 
are now just a short distance from 
the Canal Zone, But I had to| 
write you before we reached Pan 
uma, so my letter could go back 
on the next mail. The weather 
cleared up the day that we left} 
Brooklyn, N. Y., which was the 


25th of August, and we have had 
perfect weather so far, The ocean 
has been almost as calm as Pea 
River all the way, I surely have} 
heen enjoying the trip. 1 haven't} 
been seasick but little

Everybody joins in and sings a few | 
hymns from the sereen and then) 
the chaplain preaches a short 
mon, I enjoy it all very much. 
And all the boys take a lot of in-| 
terest in the services, too. 

When we left out of the harbor 
at Brooklyn we all waved farewell 
to the old Statue of Liberty, be- 
cause we knew that it would be a 
good while before we would see it 
again, After we left New York, 
it was about three days before 
we saw any land, and the first we 
saw was San Salvador, which is a 
group of islands about twelve by 
seven miles. That is where Co- 
lumbus first landed and kissed the 
earth. I’m sure quite a few of 
us would have been glad to if we 
had been given an opportunity. I 
believe this was Monday afternoon. 
Then Tuesday we passed Cuba, We 
were near enough to land that we 
could plainly see the smoke from 
the buildings, We were all glad 
that they had already settled their 
troubles in Cuba, for we surely, 
didt’t want to stop and have war. 

As soon as we dock in Panama 
everybody will be given passes to 
go ashore and I’m going to see all 
that I possibly can while there. I 
hope to have time to see the ruins 
of the old Spanish Cathedral. We 
have had some slides run on the 
sereen of Panama and the chaplain 
explained it all to us. The last of 
the pictures are shown tonight and 
then tomorrow we'll see it for our- 
selves, For the past few days it 
has been awful hot here, due to 
this tropical sun. I mean it bears 
down, too! Most of the boys are 
anxious to reach Panama so they 
ean get all the liquor they want. 
They can get plenty of it, and al- 
most eny kind. However, they are 
not allowed to bring any aboard 
the ship. We have three Senators 
on board, one from Kentucky, one 
from Colorado and the other from 
Utah. They came by with the col- 
one] this morning as he inspected 
us. The name of our ship is the 
“Republic.” It’s six hundred and 
eighteen feet long and sixty-eight 
feet and three inches wide. We 
are leaving here the sixth of Sep- 
tember for San Francisco, which 
will be our next stop. I hope that 
the weather continues good so we 
can enjoy the trip the rest of the 
way.

By Peanut Association 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 20, 
—Final settlement on deliveries 
for 1932-33 has just been made 
by the Alabama-Florida Peanut 
Association to growers in South- 
sast Alabama and North Florida 
counties, according to J. J, Wat- 
son, general manager of the as- 
sociation. 

The final payment, which was 
the fourth made on the deliveries, 
totaled approximately $10,000 and 
brought the total received by mem- 
bers to $49.22 per ton for the 
Spanish variety and $36.40 for the 
runner variety, 

This per ton price is about dou- 
ble the price ‘that peanuts were 
selling for at the time the mem- 
bers made delivery, giving farmers 
a 100 per cent gain due to cooper- 
ative activity, Mr. Watson said.

County, Elba Division, empaneled 
on yesterday morning, beg leave 
to submit this as our final report: 

We have investigated 25 present- 
ments, and as a result herewith 
hand your Honor 10 indictments, 
there being 9 felonies and 1 misde- 
meanor, We have returned indict- 
ments in only those cases where 
we deemed the public good would 
be subserved,. 

A committee from our body in- 
vestigated the condition of the 
county alms house and find the in- 
mates without complaint of their 
treatment. We find, however, that 
the pump is in need of repairs near 
the top, as there appears to be a 


leakage there, permitting the water 
to run back into the pump itself. 
There is also considerable leakage 
in the drainpipe from the cook- 
room which is offensive and un- 
sanintary. The foundation of the 


water tank needs immediate re- 
pairs, and we also recommend re- 
pairs to the sanitary connections 
in the tuberculosis ward, as well as 
repairs to the roof of the east 
front porch and over the front 
doorsteps, 

A committee inspected the con- 
dition of the jail and found it in 
fairly good condition, Another 
committee investigated the condi 
tion of the courthouse and find it 
in excellent condition. The jani- 
tor, Mr. Charlie Bradley, is keep- 
ing the courthouse clean and ‘“t- 
tractive. We find the bonds of the 
various county officers sufficient 
and amply secured, and the books 
and records of all our officers 
seem to be neatly and accurately 
kept, 

We call attention of the Com- 
missioners Court to the condition 
of the Collin Cook iron Bridge 
across Hayes Creek; some of its 
sleepers have rotted and it is dan- 
gerous for the passage of school 
busses, trucks and heavily loaded 
wagons. The floor of this bridge 
has rotted over those places, it is 


broken and bursted up, and we 
deem this particularly dangerous, 
hence recommend its immediate re- 
pair, There are many small cul- 
vert, or ditch bridges throughout 
this division of the County which 
need repair, as many of them are 
broken down. We find the roads 
in apparently good condition at the

Licenses For Hunting 
Here By October Ist 

MONTGOMERY, Sept, 19.—The 
new hunting, fishing and trapping 
licenses for Alabama's sportsmen 
will be in the hands of the 67 
probate judges by October 1, 

I. T. Quinn, state commisioner 
of game and fish, announnced that 
the new licenses had been mailed 
out and called attention to the fact 
that the State Game and Fish De- 
partment is operated almost en- 


tirely upon the revenues derived 
from these licenses, 
“It is important,’ Mr, Quinn 


said, ‘that all persons who plan to 
enjoy the pursuit of game this sea 
son make their contribution to the 
cause of conservation and _ the 
maintenance of field sports by the 
purchase of hunting licenses. 

“Game killed in season consti- 
tutes a wholesome food supply to 
supplement the usual products of 
field, orchard and garden which 
find their way to the table of ev- 
ery famliy in the State. 

“The sale of game is prohibited 
in Alabama and all persons desir- 
ing a share of the bountiful crop 
of game birds and animals during 
the coming season must equip 
themselves with hunting licenses.” 

Mr, Quinn said that he expected 
the trend toward better times to 
be reflected in an increased sale of 
licenses over the marks set during 
the last two or three years.
